quest aud purchase,  Messrs, Stark,

Robinson, Neville and Satherland voted
for the approprintion of §20,000,000 with
which to purchase the archipelego from
Spain and Senntor Allen voted to ratify
the peace trenty.

The speaker regretted to say that hnd
it not been for the action af certain per.
sons in thix conntry, the Filipino rebel.
lion would have been cloked 12 mooths
ago. A message from Aguinaldo has
conveyed the information that he must
keop up the rebellion nntil after clection
in ankwer to a proclamation of amnesty.
Botter than guarantee a protectorate the
fusionists should notify the foreign
governments to tnke their people off the
inlands, take down the flag, take our sol-
diers home and allow the people of the
islands to have their own sweet way,
while this government receives the de-
sorved scorn, and reproach of the
world,

If the ingurgents are served notice of
the re-olection of McKinley the rebel-
lion will be closed in less than 30 days.

The United States history for 100
yonrs shows;uo territory disposed of and
100 years honce the Philippines will be
considered 'as much a part of the United
States as Onlifornia,

Fartue CrReek, Nov, 1. —Dr. Bryant
of Norfolk came to this place by freight
from the west Mondny night, e took
supper with Hon. L. B, Baker, while
the train stopped, and continued his
journey when the train left. He
brought a lot of bills upon which ap-
peared this aunouncement: “Popalist
rally | The great political questions of
the day will be discnssed in an able
manner ut Battle Creek on November 2,
1900, at 8 o'clock p. m. by A. A. Perry
and local candidates. Everybody wel-
come ' Bryant, not having time him-
nelf, engaged one L. B, Baker's boys to
distribute these billa. The boy placed
them in store windows and in fact in
every conspicuous place about town.
No sooner had he finished than Village
Marshal Frank Flood, acting no doubt
in compliance with the wishea of the
fusionists, went around and tore down
and destroyed every bill. When asked
for his rensons, he stated that it was
simply a **d—d scheme'" by the republi-
enns to get out a crowd to hear Hon.
